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Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Kimura discloses a precious stone setting comprising a shank body having a pair 
of recessed cavities and a collet having an upward opened cavity for a precious stone. 
The circumferential edge of the collet is mounted with two outwardly protruded branch 
shaft to the pair of recesses where the collet is able to pivot with respect to the shank 
body. However, Kimura fails to disclose that the a mounting rim forms a groove 
between the rim and the shank body, an external rim having two holes in the interior 
surface of the rim and two shafts in the exterior of the rim so that the two shaft will be 
able to rotate along the groove formed by the rim and shaft body and the two holes are 
provided to receive the branch shaft of the collet and allow pivotal movement between 
the collet and the shank body. Accordingly, it would not have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have a mounting 
rim forming a groove in conjunction with the shank body and an external rim having two 
holes and two shafts such that the two shanks allows rotation between the rim and the 
shank body through the connection of the shanks to the groove while having two inner 
holes allowing pivotal connection of the collet and the shank body.
